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Ex-leader 
cleared In 
email row 


A COUNCIL leader who quit his 
post after being accused of 
sending corrupt emails has been 
cleared of any wrongdoing. 

Cllr Brian Ashton resigned the top 
spot on East Cambridgeshire District 
Council in May last year after he came 
under the spotlight of the Standards 
Board for England. 

The board launched an investigation after he 
was accused of sending messages to the 
creators of the Ely Masterplan, Urbed, advising 
them on how the city’s Lisle Lane site should be 
used. 

The Conservative councillor, who owns an 
area of land at the site which he rents to 
builders’ merchants Travis Perkins, was said to 
have advised them not to use the site for leisure 
purposes but for development instead. 

The emails were uncovered by Cllr Ian Allen, 
deputy leader of the council’s Liberal Democrat 
group, under the Lreedom of Information Act. 

But almost a year on, and after what Cllr 
Ashton describes as being “one of the worst 
experiences” in his life, the board has 
confirmed there was no case to answer. 

Cllr Ashton told the Weekly News : “I have 
always believed that the truth would come out. 

“But there have been dark moments during 
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these many months when I feared that it might 
not happen. 

“To be falsely accused of corruption in such a 
public manner has been one of the worst 
experiences of my life. 

“I am gratified that the report has exonerated 
me but this has been a painful and debilitating 
experience. 

“I would like to thank my family and friends 
for tolerating my somewhat self-obsessed 
behaviour during this trying time.” 

In a 29-page report, the board’s ethical 
standards officer outlined all the evidence and 
concluded that each allegation was without 
foundation. 

The report has not yet been made public and 
remains strictly confidential between the 
parties involved. 

While Cllr Allen acknowledged that Cllr 
Ashton had been cleared of any wrongdoing, 
he said the report states there were issues that 
the council should “give careful consideration”. 

He said: “I feel like the injured innocent here. 
I know I did the right thing and if I came across 
the same issue in the future I would do it all 
again.

New jets to 
help keep 
doors clear 

A NEW silt jetting system has 
been installed to help reduce 
flooding in the Fens. 

The Environment Agency has 
set up the system at Denver 
Sluice to improve the operation 
of the Little Eyes V-doors. 

Built to protect people and 
their properties on low-lying 
land from flooding, the Little 
Eyes are three separate sluices 
which discharge water from the 
Ely Ouse into the tidal river, 
protecting the Ely Ouse from 
tidal water at high tide. 

But over the years, silt has 
accumulated around the doors, 
making it difficult to open them. 

The jetting system will aerate 
the silt, stopping it from becom¬ 
ing compacted and jamming the 
V-doors in a closed position. 

Tim Melville, asset system 
management officer, said: “Pro¬ 
tecting people, property and land 
in the Fens is our priority so 
keeping the silt away from the 
sluices means we can operate 
them more effectively. 

“This improved discharge will 
help in clearing silt from the tidal 
river and means that we can 
discharge floodwater from the 
Ouse washes more effectively. 

“This will assist in reducing the 
frequency and duration of 
flooding of the causeway roads at 
Welney, Earith and Sutton Gault.”

Youth group’s fury 
at centre visit snub 


TRUSTEES of a youth support 
charity have blasted their local 
parish council over its lack of 
support. 

Young People Littleport (YPL) was 
established in the village in 2007 by local 
resident Phil Malkin. 

Run by a dedicated team of volunteers, 
the centre is open everyday, providing a 
wide range of activities for youngsters 
and their families. 

At the weekend and during the school 
holidays, there are special events such as 
graffiti workshops and fun days to keep 
the village’s teenagers off the streets. 

And with a large function room avail¬ 
able for hire and cafe inside the centre, 
on Granby Street, the charity caters for 
the whole of the Littleport community. 

Mr Malkin also opened a charity shop 
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in Main Street last month called Worn 
Again, which is raising money for the 
youth centre by selling second-hand 
goods. 

But Steven Layn, chairman of the 
trustees for YPL, says so far Littleport 
Parish Council has shown nothing but a 
“cannot be bothered” attitude towards 
the project. 

He is calling for more support from 
councillors to allow the centre to move 
on to greater things. 

The chairman said: “After many years 
of being constrained by others, Phil 
wanted to provide more for the young 
people of Littleport. 

“He decided to go it alone and with his 


own money and support from the local 
community, he founded YPL in July 2007. 

“Despite the tremendous continuing 
support from villagers and local busi¬ 
nesses, there has been virtually no parish 
council support. 

“All the parish councillors have been 
invited to the centre on numerous 
occasions and amazingly only two have 
been to see what goes on there to date. 

“They either do not support charity 
work in Littleport or cannot be bothered 
to find out what YPL does.” 

A parish council spokeswoman said 
she could not comment on the issue until 
it had been discussed at the next parish 
council meeting. 

But she said community groups or 
charities that needed help with funding 
could apply for small grants from the 
parish council office.

Barn blaze 
disaster lor 
farm family 


FAMILY heirlooms and farm 
machinery worth thousands of 
pounds have been destroyed in 
a devastating blaze. 

Pensioners Keith and Joyce Ladson, 
whose family have run Martins Farm in 
Wilburton for decades, looked on in 
shock as the fire tore through their 
barns and outbuildings. 

More than 30 firefighters were called 
to the farm, between the A1123 and the 
A10, on Monday 

Crews battled the blaze for more than 
five hours and managed to save some of 
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the farm buildings. But a Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Fire and Rescue Service 
spokeswoman confirmed that more 
than half of the burning buildings were 
destroyed. 

Inside were expensive tractors and 
vehicles, other farming equipment and 
family memorabilia that Mrs Ladson 
had collected over the years. 

County and district councillor Bill 
Hunt, who was born and bred in Wilb¬ 




urton, visited the couple shortly after 
they called 999 and said they were 
“extremely shocked” by the blaze. 

He said: “I have known Keith and 
Joyce for years and just wanted to pop 
down to the farm and sort of be there if 
they needed me. 

“Quite honestly, Keith is a farming 
legend in the Ely area and farming is his 
life. 

“They are both extremely shocked by 
what has happened and they have lost a 
lot of expensive equipment in the fire, as 
well some of Joyce’s family heirlooms. 

“Nobody knows how it all started but 
what matters is that nobody was hurt 
and that their home is still standing.” 

The couple had horses grazing in 
fields near the blaze but none of them 
were affected. 

The cause of the fire is unknown and 
investigations are ongoing.

After drinking five beers 
and two whiskies at the 
reception, the 28 year old 
claimed he was trying to 
break up a fight when offi¬ 
cers arrived at the venue in 
School Lane, Little Down- 
ham. 

Pc English was left in 
“great discomfort”, Lauren 
Mardell, prosecuting, told 
Cambridge magistrates, and 
was unable to continue her 
shift following the attack last 
August. 

Adam Haselhurst, miti¬ 
gating, insisted Gale was not 
intoxicated “to the extent 
where he lost control”, but 
admitted he “didn’t help 
himself as far as this event is 
concerned”, as he was 
recovering from the death of 
his father several months 
previously. 
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Mr Haselhurst said: “He 
then struggled to the extent 
whereby he did kick out, but 
he was not trying to 
deliberately kick the officer.” 

Another officer was left 
with grazing after trying to 
restrain Gale. 

Gale, of Saffrons Piece, 
Sutton, pleaded guilty to 
assaulting a constable in the 
execution of her duty, and 
obstructing a constable in 
the execution of his duty. 

Since the attack, the court 
heard, Gale had lost his job 
as a mechanic, after taking 
time off work to attend 
court appearances without 
telling his employer. 

He was given a 12-month 
supervision order, including 
attending an alcohol aware¬ 
ness course, and ordered to 
carry out 200 hours of 
community service. 

The two officers involved 
were awarded a total of £225 
in compensation. 

A Cambridgeshire police 
spokeswoman said: “This 
just demonstrates what a 
tough job police officers do, 
and we would condemn any 
attacks on our staff.”

Now you can eat 
your chocolate Easter egg knowing 
that its environmental impact has 
been reduced.

Cadbury has reduced the 
amount of cardboard and plastic 
that it uses to package its Easter 
eggs by up to 30 per cent. The 
moves could save around 302 
tonnes of cardboard and around

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Crash driver fined 
for falling to stop

Super supper for shelters 


A DRIVER who coll¬ 
ided with an oncoming 
Porsche claimed he 
drove away from the 
accident because he 
“could see the other 
driver was not injured”. 

David Caley said he also 
failed to stop after the crash 
because it was his ex¬ 
girlfriend’s car and he did 
not want to get her into 
trouble, a court heard. 

The 27 year old crashed 
the silver Zafira into the Por¬ 
sche Cayenne while driving 
along Main Street, Witch- 
ford, on the evening of 
March 16. 

Laura Mardell, prosecut¬ 
ing, said: “Mr Caley’s hand 
slipped on the steering 
wheel and he collided with 
an oncoming Porsche. 

“Instead of stopping, how¬ 
ever, he reversed his car and 
drove off leaving the other 
driver at the scene. 

“A short while later police 
asked the Porsche driver to 
identify the driver of the 
other car which is when Mr 
Caley was tracked down and 
arrested.” 

The court also heard how 
Mr Caley admitted to police 
he had been driving without 
any insurance and that he

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refused treatment for a cut 
on his head caused by the 
collision. 

He also told police he did 
not stop after the crash 
because he did not want to 
get his ex-girlfriend into 
trouble. 

Caley, of Westbourne 
Road, Chatteris, pleaded 
guilty at Ely Magistrates’ 
Court to failing to stop at the 
scene of an accident and 
driving without insurance. 

Magistrates asked him 
why he did not stop, to 
which he replied: “I did not 
think there was any need 
because I could see the 
other driver was not in¬ 
jured.” 

Unrepresented, he also 
admitted to the bench he 
found it “tricky” to stick to 
the law when it came to 
driving. 

Sue Griffin, presiding 
magistrate, put eight points 
on Caley’s licence and fined 
him £100, adding that “not 
stopping at an accident is a 
very serious offence”. 

He was also ordered to 
pay £60 court costs and a 
£15 victim surcharge.

New play area 
bid for village 


CHILDREN in a village, 
which has never had a com¬ 
munal play area, could soon 
be swinging and sliding on 
new equipment. 

Families and councillors in 
Wentworth have spent years trying 
to come up with ways of funding 
and erecting play facilities for local 
youngsters in the village. 

Currently children can only play 
in their gardens or on the village’s 
roads.

While plans and designs are still 
being worked on, East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council has 
already granted planning perm¬ 
ission for a change of use of the 
land. 
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And now the village’s youngsters 
and parents are being asked what 
they would like to see included in 
the play area. 

Cllr Gareth Wilson, who rep¬ 
resents nearby Haddenham on the 
district council, said: “Wentworth is 
a beautiful, close-knit village and it 
is about time the children there got 
what they deserve. 

“They currently have to play in 
each others’ gardens and in the 
country roads because there is, and 
never has been, a play area. 

“Now that things are moving 
forward we are all keeping our 
fingers crossed and hope that soon 
there will be something for the 
whole community to enjoy. 

“We want the park to be 
designed by young people for the 
young people in the village, and 
hopefully we will have an area that 
will be enjoyed by many 
generations to come.” 


Last year, the parish council, as 
part of a county-wide scheme, was 
offered £10,000 by the Big Lottery 
to enhance play facilities in the 
village. 

But without an existing site or 
anywhere to build new equipment, 
councillors were not able to put the 
money to good use. 

Marion Stone, parish council 
clerk, said the developments were 
“exciting” but pointed out there 
was “a lot more to do”. 

Mrs Stone said: “We are ext¬ 
remely grateful to the landowner 
who has offered us this land for a 
peppercorn rent. 

“Finally, we can put the £10,000 
to good use and hopefully get 
children playing on one site in the 
village. 

“It is exciting but we are only at 
the very early stages at the 
moment, there is still a lot more to 
do. 

“What we are doing now is 
finding out what young people 
want and we will move on from 
there.”

A LIFESAVING emerg¬ 
ency service has been set 
up in a village thanks to 
the generosity of our 
readers.

FEARS for the future of 
Ely’s small businesses 
have been raised after 
the Government in¬ 
creased fuel duty last 
week. 

The rise of 2p per litre, 
coupled with an earlier hike 
in business rates and the 
end of transitional rate 
relief, has sparked concerns 
that struggling firms could 
“go bust under the strain”. 

The warning comes from 
John Bridge OBE, chief 
executive of Cambridge¬ 
shire Chambers of Comm¬ 
erce, who says the fuel duty 
rise has a “double wham¬ 
my” affect on businesses. 

Mr Bridge said: “What the 
Government does not seem 
to understand is that it is 
imposing a double 
whammy on businesses by 
increasing fuel prices be¬ 
cause the VAT reduction, 
which came into effect last 
December, was transferred 
to fuel duty. 

“This means that busi¬ 
nesses can no longer re¬ 
claim the amount affected 
so this is, in effect, the sec-

ond increase in four 
months. 

“It is no exaggeration to 
say that some companies 
could go bust under the 
strain of all these increases.” 

Chancellor Alistair 
Darling’s decision to imp¬ 
lement the rise, plus a 
further 3 per cent increase 
on fuel duty over the next 
two years, was also blasted 
by motoring group, the AA. 

It said a household with 
two cars, each using an 
average of 1,286 litres per 
year, could expect to pay an 
extra £54.53. 

The Freight Transport 
Association also warned 
that the rise could “push 
businesses over the edge”. 

Mr Bridge added: “This 
rise is yet another incomp¬ 
rehensible hurdle for busi¬ 
nesses, not just in Ely but 
across the whole of the UK. 

“I urge the Government 
to find a way of supporting 
firms with these extra costs 
because right now their

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Old mills to 
be restored

ANCIENT windmills 
in Cambridgeshire 
now have a brighter 
future, thanks to a 
new organisation set 
up to protect them. 

The East Anglian Mills 
Society - TEAMS for short 
- will bring together 
bodies such as the Nation¬ 
al Trust and Cambridge 
Preservation Society to 
pool expertise on how to 
restore and preserve the 
old mills. 

Windmills were once the 
focal point in many com¬ 
munities, producing food 
and providing jobs, but in 
the past century most have 
been replaced by more 
efficient ways of flour 
production. By the Second 
World War, most windmills 
were decommissioned and 
demolished for scrap. 

However, a number are 
still standing in Cam-

bridgeshire, and most are 
open to the public. 

Bob Paterson, from 
TEAMS, said: “The organ¬ 
isation has been formed 
following a series of meet¬ 
ings between like-minded 
mill owners and enth¬ 
usiasts in East Anglia. Its 
aims are simply to share 
information, expertise and 
experience in maintaining, 
preserving and restoring 
our windmills. 


“Thankfully a few spec¬ 
ial mills have survived the 
decades, largely through a 
sustained dose of TLC 
from their owners and 
major support from organ¬ 
isations such as the Society 
for The Protection of 
Ancient Buildings, English 
Heritage, the National 
Trust, Cambridge Preser¬ 
vation Society, the Herit¬ 
age Lottery Fund and local 
mill groups.” 

Among the windmills 
TEAMS will help are Imp- 
ington Mill, Haddenham 
Great Mill, Wicken smock 
mill, Cattell’s Mill at Will¬ 
ingham and Bourn post 
mill. 

During the next few 
months, supervised “work- 
ins” will carry out repairs, 
culminating in a co-ordin¬ 
ated open day at the sites 
during National Mills 
Weekend - Saturday and 
Sunday, May 9 and 10. 

A website, www.mills 
ofeastanglia.org.uk, will be 
launched towards the end 
of April.

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Puppy tied 
to brick and 
drowned 


A PUPPY has been found drowned, tied to 
a brick in a river. 

The RSPCA is appealing for information 
after the brown and white dog’s body was 
pulled from the River Nene at 8am on 
Monday, March 30. 

The male Staffordshire bull terrier was 
found in water near a drainage depot 
close to Ash Beach Road, in March. 

Thought to be less than a year old, the 
puppy was wearing a reddish-brown 
collar with large metal studs and had been 
tied to a brick with a green fabric slip-style 
lead. 

It is thought it had been in the water for 
around a week. 

RSPCA inspector Jon Knight, who is 
investigating the incident, said: “This 
appears to be a callous and wholly 
unnecessary deliberate act of cruelty. 

“It can usually be assumed that an 
animal found dead in a river with bricks 
tied to it was intentionally put there to 
drown. 

“If this was the case, the dog would 
have suffered a distressing and painful 
death.” 

Anyone found guilty of causing un¬ 
necessary suffering to an animal could 
face a maximum six-month prison 
sentence and/or a £20,000 fine. 

Anyone with any information about the 
dog or its owner should call the RSPCA in 
confidence on 0300 1234999 and ask to 
speak to Inspector Knight or Inspector 
Claire Kirk.

Don’t be dictated to 
when planning your 
summer containers 


N ow is the time you need to 
be planning your summer 
containers, whether you are 
going for uniform colours and 
types of pots, annuals or 
permanent plantings. 

I caught up with gardening guru 
Alan Titchmarsh recently, who 
prefers permanent plantings in 
pots on his own patio. 

“I have agapanthus in pots, olives 
in large tubs, lots of clipped box 
orbs and domes and cones, 16 
tubs of camellias because I’m on 
chalky soil, planted in ericaceous 
compost. I tend to go for 
perennials and evergreens in pots 
generally, although I love popping 
tulips and daffodils in pots as 
well.” 

Indeed, year-round and transient 
displays can be a less labour 
intensive and, ultimately, cheaper 
way of keeping interest going on 
your patio and Alan is the first to 
offer some advice about them in 
his latest book Container 
Gardening, one of his new series of 
practical guides. 

An all-year-round display, he says, 
will need to contain evergreen 
plants to form a framework that 
other more transient plants can be 
built around. 

“Flowering bulbs will give a burst 
of colour from midwinter through 
to mid-spring. In summer, you can 
use bedding plants, climbers, 
summer bulbs, shrubs and 
perennials. In autumn, fill pots 
with perennials, late bulbs and 
corms, and plants for autumn

colour or berries. 

“Over winter, opt for winter¬ 
flowering shrubs, hellebores and 
structural plants, which look 
particularly striking covered with 
frost or snow.” 

Group containers together, which 
allows you to match flowering and 
foliage plants and move seasonal 
flowering plants into the group as 
they reach their prime. Remove 
them once they start to fade. 
Standing pots together also 
reduces moisture loss as the leaves 
form layers, which trap moisture 
underneath, creating a more 
humid area for all the plants. 

If you are adding annuals to your 
permanent scheme, think 
carefully about colour. 

“If you want to colour-scheme 
them so they are all pastel shades 
and pale blues and purples, that’s 
fine. But if you just want bright, 
jolly, zingy contrasting colours 
that’s fine too. 

“Don’t be dictated to by other 
people saying, ‘This is tasteful and 
that isn’t’. You need to work out

what you like looking at and be 
brave enough to go for it.” 

Colours generally regarded as 
working well together are those 
which are opposite on the colour 
spectrum - orange works well with 
purple, red with green. 

“If you have purples and darker 
colours you need a sunny spot 
because they disappear in shade, 
whereas white and pale blue and 
pale pink will stand out in shade. 
But a lot of flowering plants don’t 
like a lot of shade,” he says. 

Vibrant colours such as reds, 
oranges, yellows and reddish 
purples look good in pots, which 
have warm colours such as 
terracotta, browns or yellows. 

To create a more peaceful, sedate 
atmosphere, use relaxing colours - 
blues, mauve, pale pinks and 
purples, white and cream are also 
calming. Combine them with a 
beefy foliage plant, such as hostas, 
for a wonderful contrast and put 
them into blue, white, silver or 
green containers to complete the 
cool effect. 

For permanent plantings in pots, 
Alan recommends using a loam- 
based compost as it retains both 
water and nutrients well. 

Choose pots as big as possible, 
which will hold more compost and 
won’t dry out as quickly. Every year, 
check that the roots of permanent 
plants aren’t coming out of the 
drainage holes in the base of the 
container or at the surface of the 
compost. 

If they are, re-pot them in spring or 
autumn into a new container, only 
slightly bigger than the old one, 
filled with fresh compost of the 
same mix as the existing growing 
medium. Large patio plants like 
trees and shrubs don’t need re¬ 
potting every year, but each spring 
give them a top dressing, scraping 
away the upper layer of the 
compost and replacing with fresh 
compost containing slow-release 
fertiliser.

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Forsythia 

These favourite spring shrubs 
produce masses of zingy yellow 
flowers each spring, and are lovely 
grown as informal hedges or 
towards the back of a border. 
They’re also great for covering 
walls and bare ground, particularly 
if you haven’t much else flowering 
around this time. Many varieties 
are available, but among the most 
common is F intermedia 
“Spectabilis”, which grows to about 
8ft high and bears a profusion of 
bright yellow flowers; F. “Beatrix 
Farrand” bears much bigger 
flowers, up to 2in (5cm) across. 
They are not fussy about their soil 
and will grow in sun or very light 
shade, but you must prune them 
immediately after flowering, 
cutting back only those shoots 
with faded blooms. If you leave 
pruning until summer you will cut 
off next year’s flowers.

Used buyers spot 
a low-cost luxury 


BRITAIN’S second-hand 
sector is seeing an 
emergence of value 
seekers at the luxury end, 
says market intelligence 
firm Glass’s, the 
publisher of Glass's Guide 
to Car Values. 

Recent price falls within 
the used 4x4 and luxury 
vehicle sectors have come to 
a halt for the time being, 
tempting increasing numbers 
of used car buyers to 
purchase a more prestigious 
car than they could usually 
afford. 

“The price of a three-year- 
old car today is significantly 
less than it would have been 
two years ago,” says Adrian 
Rushmore, managing editor 
at Glass’s. 

“In the case of a Mercedes- 
Benz S-Class, the saving 
could be more than £7,000. 

“But these deals won’t last 
for long - observations 
suggest that prices are 
beginning to rise,” Rushmore 
added. 

So, do you buy a used car 
right now from a main dealer 
or not? Matthew Tumbridge, 
editor of Used Car Expert 
magazine, investiged. 

“The main dealer in

“Dealers still rely on peace 
of mind as their main selling 
point, though. But here are 
three cars I would buy at a 
main dealer.” 

■ VAUXHALL VECTRA: “Ex¬ 
fleet and company car 
examples that have seriously 
depreciated make huge sense 
as a value family buy,” 
Tumbridge says. 

Used Car Expert magazine 
prices a 2007 1.8 Vectra, with 
19,000 average miles, at 
£7,100 at main dealers, which 
means Network Q warranties. 

■ LEXUS IS: “Relatively rare, 
the IS is arguably better built 
than a BMW, and prices have 
recently come down,” says 
Tumbridge. 

Used Car Expert magazine 
prices a 2007 2.2D IS, with 
average mileage of 9,800, at 
£14,000 from franchised 
forecourts. 

■ MINI: “It is maxi-sized on 
the road, but Mini inside, 
although the performance 
and character attracts buyers 
and usually keeps prices very 
high. 

“But they are just starting 
to drop,” Tumbridge says. 

Used Car Expert magazine 
prices a 2007 1.4D, with 
average mileage of 23,000, 
from £8,500 to £9,500 at a 
main dealer.

Bailey’s 
stint is 
cut short 
at Tigers 

MILDENHALL have parted 
company with director John 
Bailey just days ahead of 
opening the inaugural National 
League season at King’s Lynn 
on Good Friday. 

The 63-year-old Long Eaton 
businessman, who had just 
concluded the signings of the 
final two riders, conceded he 
was “sad and disappointed” 
that his eight-month 
association with the Fen 
Tigers had come to an abrupt 
end following a disagreement 
with club chairman Ray 
Mascall.

Mascall said: “I didn’t want 
to be in a position where John 
was controlling it all, which I 
felt was happening. 

“His brief was to put 
together a competitive team 
but he would not work within 
the confines of the agreed 
terms. 

“The disagreement was that 
he was appointing riders 
without consultation with me 
and not informing me of the 
deals. 

“This is my first season 
running in speedway, and with 
the help of the BSPA, I hope to 
make Mildenhall a successful 
club in the National League.” 

Bailey believed he “could 
not have put more effort into 
the club”. 

“I’m more annoyed and 
sad,” he said: “I completed 
the deals with riders, which 
was my brief, and am very 
disappointed as there is so 
much potential and I think the 
team can have a great deal of 
success.” 

The new septet faced the 
media and supporters for the 
first time at a practice session 
at West Row, where they took 
to the track for the first time. 

Before his departure, Bailey 
completed the deals of Gary 
Cottham and Dean Felton, 
following the ongoing visa 
issue with Leigh Boujos, which 
ruled him out.
